The Participants In the Mystifying 


Spectacle Play With the Fiery Em- 
bers as Children Plcy With Sand 
and Emerge Unharmed. 
I once witnessed a most remarkable 


ordeal by fire at Benares, India. It 
was held on the grounds of a villa on 
the outskirts of the city, and among 
us were some of the most prominent 
men and women of official and social 
life in British India. Army and navy 
officers touched elbows with French 
savants, all more than glad to accept 
an invitation that might at least offer 
opportunity either to catch some clew 
toward solving the mystery of the In- 
dian fire ordeal or else catch the priest- 
ly performers in a nice trap at consum- 
mate and age long deception, success- 
fully worked among a superstitious 
and overcredulous people like the Hin- 
doos. 


Seats had been arranged for our par- 


ty out on the spacious lawn, where a 
trench had been dug sixteen feet long, 
six feet wide and four feet deep. The 
fire in the trench was lighted before 
noon, but the ordeal itself was not to 
come off until after sunset. The trench 
was filled with kindling wood and logs 
and was set afire by the attendants, 
who kept up a blaze as hot as a blast 
furnace all day long, until the trench 
by sunset was filled three feet deep 
with a compact, glowing bed of red- 
hot coals. 


We were escorted to our seats at 


about G:30, and we were not inclined 
to question the reality of that fire from 
the moment we sat down within twelve 
feet of it 
Whatever else might be 


fraud or hypnotism in this Indian fire 
ordeal, we could not for a moment 
doubt the realism of that scorching 
heat that made our eyes smart and 
grow bloodshot. We, who had come to 
scoff and doubt, were soon realizing 
that the managers of the Benares fire 
ordeal had already gained 75 points out 
of 100 in favor of their honesty and of 
their power over the mighty element 
of fire, that figures so largely in orien- 
tal philosophy as one of the three or 
four primal elements of the physical 
universe. 


A great commotion and babel of 


voices soon proclaimed the coming of 
the procession of priests, headed by 
the arch priest Brahmapoots, carrying 
a huge Indian sword, followed by the 
two minor priests who were destined 
to walk unharmed through that yard 
thick fiery bed, scintillating ir the in- 
creasing darkness and lighting up the 
dark faces of the hundreds of gaping 
Hindoos standing behind us. While 
•we Europeans and Americans, always' 
hypercritical and given to scientific re- j 
search, were awaiting the coming of, 
the moment when our 75 per cent of i 
credulity was either to be shattered or \ 
rounded out to the fullness of a com j 
pleted and abiding faith in Hindoo j 
control and mastery of the devouring 
element of fire, our Hindoo fellow on- 
lookers, on the other hand, we*e autici-' 
pating the ordeal with all the simplic- 
ity of credulous children. Ours was an ' 
almost terrifying heart tension, and we 
. almost wished that we were not occi-, 
dental skeptics, always bent on'doubt-1 
ing things of an extraordinary nature. | 


The priests marched about the trench 


chanting and performing mystic incan-, 
tations, carrying along a glass reliqu-' 
ary, or shrine, in which was seen the 
image of the god Siva, who, in the 
Hindoo religious system, is one of the 
trinity and is worshiped as the de- 
stroyer, Brahma" being the creator and 
Vishnu the preserver of the universe.' 
We do not know to this day what those 
priests said as they perambulated 
about that fiery trench, but we do 
know what soon followed, for, at the 
end of the incantation, the two candi- 
dates for the ordeal plunged into the 
redhot coals and walked ankle deep 
the whole length of the trench, back- 
ward and forward, time and time 
again. They played with that scintil- 
lating, slowing fire as children play 
with the sands of Coronado beach, 
kicking it with their feet and stooping 
down to pick up handfuls of the glow- 
ing coals, tossing them in the air, to 
be blown by the rising evening breeze 
all over our heads and our easily in- 
flammable clothing. We were really 
afraid. No doubt about those sparks 
and live, falling coals!

Tarpon, Shark and Mackerel Are the 


Swiftest of Swimmers. 


When scientists desire to find out 


how fast a certain bird flies, it is nec- 
essary only to set up poles and note 
by stop watches the time the bird re- 
quires to cross the Interval. The speed 
of fishes is more difficult to ascertain. 
Nevertheless, as the Saturday Even- 
ing Post explains, estimates have been 
made showing that the mackerel, con- 
sidering its handicap in size,' comes 
close to being the champion racer. 


Unquestionably the mackerel travels 


sometimes as fast as an express train 
at high ^speed—say. at the rate of sixty 
or possibly seventy miles an hour. 
Other things being equal, the larger 
the fish the faster it swims, Just as the 
huge steamboat is able to travel at a 
speed much greater than the little har- 
bor tug. 


Undoubtedly the - energy employed 


by a fish of great size, such as a thirty 
foot shark, when traveling at its best 
gait is something tremendous. An or- 
dinary tug, which represents a maxi- 
mum of energy in a minimum of bulk, 
utilizes about 200 horsepower. Of 
course it is only a guess, JSut it would 
not seem to be over the mark to sup- 
pose that a seventy foot whale makes 
use of 500 horsepower when it propels 
its huge bulk through the water at a 
rate of thirty miles an hour. 


A whale, which is a mammal and not 


a fish, might be compared .to a freight 
train if the shark is a cannon ball ex- 
press, but it can beat the fastest "ocean 
greyhound" in a speed contest. 


The tarpon is probably faster than 


the shark. It is believed that a tarpon 
in a hurry can travel at the rate of 
eighty miles an hour.

THE SHORT NOSES. 


Tennyson, Artistically Fastidious, Was 


a Personal Sloven. 


There Is a sort 01" idea in the public 


mind that the poet is what scientists 
call a "iixecl genius," that every poet 
is the exact counterpart of every other 
poet. There is probably no class of 
men in the world—if class it can be 
callad — whose members differ more 


in personality. 


for instance, .was a miser. 


Dryden, SeQley. Rochester and Shelley 
seemed to have no USD for money and 
"splashed it about in the most insane 
fashion. Shakespeare was a keen man 
of business. His contemporaries, Mar- 
lowe and Massinger, did not leave 
enotigh to have their bodies decently 
buried. 


Coming down to modem times, Ten- 


nyson was artistically the most deli- 
cate and fastidious of men. A mis- 
placed comma, an epithet.which was 
not the perfection of expression, gave 
him nights of insomnia. 


Yet he was perhaps the most utterly 


careless man of bis generation, regard- 
ing hist personal appearance. Had he 
not been carefully 'watched by his de- 
voted wife, he would have been quite 
content to wear a suit of clothes until 
it dropped oft him bit by bit in obedi- 
ence to the law of gravitation. 


A great admirer of Tennyson once 


describodr his • fijTst- meeting-with the 
great poet. 


It occurred at a roadside public 


house in the Isle of VTight. The late 
laureate was seated by the kitchen 
fire, with a short black clay pipe be- 
tween his lips, burning grease spots 
out of' a pair of check trousers with 
the point of a redhot poker.

pipe and remark with every symptom 
of the keenest intellectual satisfaction, 
"Ayo. Alfred, mon, we've had a glori- 
ous nicht!" 


Tennyson's great and friendly rival. 


Browning, was as different from him 
In his personal peculiarities as he was 
In point of genius. 


He always looted as if he had just 


been turned out of a bandbox. Ten- 
nyson was one of the most silent of 
men. 
Browning one of the most ebul- 


lient and loquacious. Tennyson was 
pessimistic and 
somewhat moroee. 


Browning was always bursting with 
optimism and expansiveness.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

"PLUG" TOBACCO. 


A Stolen Trade Secret, 


The manufacture of tinware in Eng- 


Few 
readers ueed to be informed that tin- 
ware is simply thin sheet iron plated 
with tin by being dipped into the molt- 
en metal. In. theory it is an easy mat- 
ter to clean the surface of iron. Dip 
the Sam iu a bath of boiling tin ana 
remove it cn\ eloped in the silvery met- 
al to a place of cooling. Iu practice, 
however, the process is one of the most 
difficult of arts. It was discovered in 
Holland and guarded from publicity 
with the utmo.st vigilance for nearly 
half a century. England tried to dis- 
cover the secret in vain until James 
Sherman, a Cornish miner, crossed the 
channel, insinuated himself surrepti- 
tiously into u tin plate manufactory, 
made himself master of the secret and 
brought it horns. 


An Old Farmer's Story of How tho 


Name Originated.

as he took a chew of tobacco: 


"All 
the difference in the world in 


tobacco. I've tried twenty different 
Muds, and none is aa good as that we 
used to make ourselves down 6n the 
farm.

holes in it with a two inch, anger. 
They were our molds. "We selected our 
ehijlcest tobacco and soaked if for a 
week or more in wild honey.

we'd take the leaf to the log. get a, 
good hickory tamping stick and go to 
work. 


"A little ball of the honey soaked to- 


bacco would be put in the auger bole 
and tamped in with the stick aud a 
hammer. We'd pound it in solid. Ball 
after ball would be rammed in and 
pounded uuti! the whole became a sol- 
id plug. 
When the hole was nearly 


full, we would pound iu the plug, and 
then the log would he put away to sea- 
son. 
As the wood dried the moisture 


would be drawn from the tobacco. 
And when it was split the sweetest 
tobacco ever made was taken from It 
We called it 'plug' tobacco, and that's 
where the name originated."—Kansas 
City Star.

nls callers President Roosevelt refer- 
red to the statement recently made 
public by Alton B. Parker in Albany, 
in which he said that it has never 
been denied that $150,000 was turned 
over by the Equitable, Mutual and New 
York Life Insurance companies to Mr. 
Cortelyou's committee, and that con- 
gress has refused to make an investi- 
gation into the corporate contributions 
of 1904 or to pass a law prohibiting 
such contributions in the future. On 
this subject the president referred to 
a statement which he made on Nov. 
4, 1904, in which he said in part: 
"That contributions have been made 
to the Republican committee as con- 
tributions have been made to the Dem- 
ocratic cotomittee is not the question 
at issue. Mr. Parker's assertion is in 
effect that such contributions have been 


y made for improper motives, either in 
/ consequence of threats or in cons% 
|^uuence of improper promises, director 


indirect, on the part of the recip- 
ients. . . . But there is not one parti- 
cle of truth in the statement," etc. 


Neither Mr. Parker nor his support- 


ers, the president declared, have been 
able to traverse or question the state- 
ments made in that answer. The 
president said that to his knowledge 
about a dozen contributions offered by 
corporations had been declined by 
Chairman Cortelyou, but that others 
had been accepted. A contribution by 
the American Tobacco company, he 
said, had been returned. A prominent 
man had made a contribution of $20,-. 
000 to the Republican campaign fund. 
*T3nhs6tJnen~tIy "tBiB**nian "had made 
known his desire for an appointment 
ifl the diplomatic service in tne event 
that the president was elected. As 
Boon as his motives were understood 
the national committee returned his 
contribution. The president asserted 
to his callers that none of the corpo- 
rations that contributed to the cam-

paign fund in 1904 had come to him 
(for favors, either diredSy or indireet- 
" v- In * this connection the president 


^ referred to the legislation enacted re- 


garding corporations during the last 
two years as disproving any imputa- 
tions that immunity would be shown 
them for their contributions. 


The president also discussed with 


visitors features of the controversy 
between Mr. Harriman and himself, 
growing out of the publication of the 
letters between them. The president 
made it plain that his version of Mr. 
Harriman's visit preceding the elec- 
tion of 1904 was that Mr. Harriman 
wanted assistance from the national 
Republican committee to help Chair- 
man Odell in the New York state cam- 
paign, toward whose expenses he 
(Harriman) had raised $100,000. The 
president promised to communicate 
with Cortelyou and Bliss to see what 
could be done. He did in this case, he 
declared, just what he had done in 
other instances where he had been ap- 
pealed to help in state campaigns. 


To press representatives Mr. Roose- 


velt said: "I want to say that in 1904 
Mr. Harriman was the real candidate 
of Mr. Odell and the state organization 
in New York for senator. The idea 
was to get Mr. Depew out of the way 
and railroad Mr. Harriman into the 
place. I discovered what was going on 
and would not lend mjself to the job. 
Mr. Harriman was being backed at 
that time by Mr. Odell and the Rock- 
efeller interests."

STRICKEN OUT 


Were Hundreds of Counts Against the 


Standard Oil Company. 


Chicago, April 4—As the result of 


19 motions for dismissal of counts in 
the indictments against the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana, charged with 
accepting illegal rates on shipments of 
oil, Judge Landis in the United States 
district court ordered that 350 of the 
counts should be stricken out. The 
arguments on the motion to dismiss 


and the court .finally ordered that a 
number of the counts should be 
stricken out because of defects in the 
manner of drawing them. In the ma- 
jority of the instances where the mo- 
t'ons for dismissal were upheld, the 
attorneys for the government admit- 
ted that there bad been either a mis- 
take in the indictment or that there 
was something lacking in the evi- 
dence. The government attorneys ex- 
pressed but little concern at the dis- 
nissal of the 350 counts, saying that 
there are still 1,5»0 counts on which 
the indictments can stand.

The 
commission men say the reason for 
boycotting the co-operative company is 
that the independent company sells 
cattle below price quotations and 
sends out circulars to shippers charg- 
ing the commission men and the stock 
exchange with dealing unfairly with 
the shippers. The co-operative com- 
pany's representatives say that the or- 
ganization of the independent com- 
pany was brought about by the action 
of the commission men in advancing 
charges for sales of live stock.

Thaw Underwent Private Mental and 


Physical Tests. 


TWO Al irNISTR WFRF HFARD 


Prisoner Was Questioned Particularly 


About the Delusion From Which It 
Has Been Said He Was Suffering at 
the Time He Shot Stanford White. 
What the Experts Said. 


New York, April 4.—A feature of 


the final session of the commis- 
sion in lunacy was a private men- 
tal and physical examination of Harry 
K. Thaw. Thaw was alone before 
the commission, even the district at- 
torney and the members of his own 
counsel being barred. When the three 
members of the commission had com- 
pleted their final examination, they 
shook hands with Thaw in a most cor- 
dial manner. Thaw went back to his 
cell in the Tombs with a light heart, 
and declared later to his counsel that 
he felt the commission would surely 
declare 
him sane. The 
attorneys 


shared their client's optimistic view of 
the situation. They declared they were 
ready now to proceed with the case. 
Members of the lunacy commission 
questioned Thaw particularly about 
the delusion from which it has been 
testified he was suffering at the time 
he killed White. 
Dr. Putzel of the 


commission conducted the brief phys- 
ical examination to which Thaw was 
submitted, and was given all of the 
standard tests of the reflexes, the pu- 
pils of the eyes, the Romberg test for 
evidences 
of locomotor ataxia, etc 


Thaw is said to have undergone all 
these tests in a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory manner. 


Two more alienists were heard, Dr. 


Allen Rose Diedendorf of Middletown, 
Conn., for the prosecution, and Dr. C. 
G. Wagner of Binghamton, N. Y., for 
the defense. Dr. Diedendorf gave a 
purely academic decision based upon 
assumed facts and writings of the de- 
fendant, and declared Thaw was in- 
competent. Dr. Wagner said he had 
talked with the prisoner almost daily 
for ^nearly two months, and had been 
unable to find anything upon which to 
predicate an opinion of mental un- 
soundness at this time. He was not 
willing to go on record, however, as 
specifically declaring Thaw to* be in 
every sense a sane man. He repeated 
his recent conversations with Thaw, 
and gave the defendant's idea of his 
present predicament 
Thaw declared 


that he realized his position today as 
a serious one. He thought, however, 
that his attorneys had made such good 
progress during the trial that he was 
in a much better position than when 
it was begun. He said he had no de- 
lusion now that hia act was an act of 
Providence.

mentioned as features which appealed 
to those hunting for locations. 


The sp caker took occasion to call 


the attention of tne members of the 
board, of trade to the Ohio Central 
Traction company which a few weeks 
ago was seeking a right of way to en- 
ter the city. He also mentioned the 
two lines which desire to come in 
from the north and urged that the 
board appoint a railroad 
committee 


whose duty it would be to see that 
these interests coincide with the iii.- 
xerests of the city as a whole. 


"Columbus and Zanesville and other 


cities," said 'Mr. Noipell. "are after 
Newark trade 
daily. 
The 
board 


should ba so large that each member 
could use enough influence to maintain 
the citizens loyalty to, the city. Urg3 
Newark people to be loyal to Newark 
business houses and industries. 


"The board should also have a good 


committee on civic improvement. Tha 
beauty of the city has a great deal 
to do with a successful 'effort to get 
outsiders to locate here." 


Mr. Norpell lauded the old board of 


trade. He patted the old directors :>n 
the back for their untiring efforts. Ha 
said that they had labored hard and 
honestly -for the city's interests "and 
at the best it's a thankless job," ha 
said. 


President Black stated that the 


board's constitution provided for the 
appointment of the various commit- 
tees mentioned by Mr. Norpell in his 
talk, and that in all probability, after 
the directors had: organized, these 
committees would be taken care of at 
once. 


A. C Davis of the P. Smith Son's 


Lumber company, was introduced. 
Mr. Davis stated that the program 
committee had called on him on Mon- 
day April 1, to place his name on the 
list for a speech. "I took the matter 
as a good April Pool's joke," said Mr. 
Davis.

past years and to compliment the of- 
ficers just 
retiring and the retiring 


board of directors for their excellent 
work in the past. He roasted 
the

the fruits of which was enjoyed by 
the knocker as 
well as others who 


helped. 
Mr. Davis made numerous

well, and in a manner

"As has -been said ionight,"

marked Mr. Davis, "\ve must have 
men. 'Broad minded, large hearted 
men, who hare not merely the selfish 
interests of their own uplifting at 
heart, but the interests of his fellow- 
man as well. I want to take this op- 
portunity to 
disillusionize Newark 


people of the idea that the board 01 
trade is a 'clique' working for their 
own private interests. 
There was 


never a more erroneous idea given 
lodgment in human mind than that. 


board would make himself a member 
ot a 'booster's' club to look after the 
prosperity of the city." 


Probate Judge E. M. ^ P. Bristei 


closed the program of speeches and 
in an excellent address, stamped ap- 
proval on the many 
% ideas 
alreadj 


brought out. The judge stated that 
he regarded himself as a sort of pio- 
neer in Newark, at least In the assem- 
bly which was gathered around 
the 


banquet table 'Wednesday night. 
He 


said he became a resident of Newark 
while quite a youth, when the city 
was a struggling village of 2,500 In- 
habitants. He remarked that he had 
seen the industries grow from one or 
two small factories, 
one a brewery 


and another a- distillery, to its pres- 
ent prosperous industrial condition 
with hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in factories and shops and its 
thousands of woikmen. 


He remembered when the Seheidlei 


machine works was first located in 
the city. He recalled the first step 
towards the big steel mill and the or- 
ganization 
of the 
Moser & Wehrle 


manufacturing copcern. 
He gave a 


hurried industrial history of the town, 
mentioning the advent ,of the B. & 
O. shops, Heisey's, Everett's, Jew- 
ett's and numerous other substantial 
industries which have graced 
the 


city. 


Judge Brlster emphasized the point 


brought out that the Board of Trade 
was not a selfish organization. He 
said there were no selfish motives in 
its makeup. It has but-one 6bject, he 
said, and that was "Boost Newark. 
Every business man who cares for ihis 
individual interest should lend 
hi: 


support to the Board of Trade in its 
effort to better t'ne industrial condi- 
ions of the city. 


The judge stated that he liked the 


idea of the employment of a secretary 
whose sole duty would be to look af- 
ter the interests of the Board of 
Trade and 'make a study of the ques- 
tions, "How to build 
'un Newark."

makes when' he is urged to locate in 
a certain community is "SHOW Me!' 


"We want a man at the head of 


this organization who will 'be an posi- 
tion to show them the natural facili-1 
ties of the city as -an ideal manufac- 
turing center.

and with the proper man. at the head, 
all that is needed in addition is the 
backing of all public spiiited men in 
the city." 


Judge Brister's remarks closed the 


program of spe'eches. Secretary Mil 
ler addressed the 'prfeident and asktid 
that a vote of thanks be extended to 
Colonel W. C. AVells for his untiring 
effort in raising the monej which the 
board tried so hard to raise a few 
weeks ago. The vote -was unanimous-' 
ly given. 
Mr. C. L'H. Long also 


called for a vote of thanks from 
the 


members of the board for President 
Fred. M. Black. This was also given 
willingly., 


Mr. 'Simkins then addressed the 


chair and stated 
that 
the school 


board was desirous of raising $50 to 
be u5ed in the purchase of bulbs, etc. 
for the beautifying 
of 
the 
citj s 


school grounds and asked some mem- 
ber of the board to suggest a plan 
whereby the amount could be raised. 


Before the echo of Prof. Simkins' 


voice had died away C. E. Merrick 
planked down a silver dollar with a 
loud ring and said, "There's a dollar 
to start the fund off with." Almost be- 
fore a voice of protest coul be raised 
a shower of silver and paper money 
rained onto the table and within tvvo 
minutes .the sum of $31 was raised 
and turned over to Prof. Simkins at 
once. 


Mr. Simkins stated that he did not 


mean to call upon the board for the 
money and did not intend to beg the 
money at this meeting, but neverthe- 
less he expre&se- his thanks for tho 
prompt manner m which the citizens 
responded.
